The best 
militia system is that which produces the 
men best fitted to fight—men who know how 
to encounter an enemy and how to shoot 
him. The parade business, the ceremonials, 
though not non-essential, should be made 
subsidiary, At Framingham, they are far 
too largely the engrossing occupation, to the 
| negleet of skirmish drill, street-firing drill, 
and actual practice in the use of powder, if 
not powder and ball. In precision of move- 
ment and alignment, the two brigades of 
| Massachusetts militia are drilled to a high 
| degree of excellence. The points in which 
| they fall below a good standard are in their 
performance of soldierly duty, especially 
guard duty, and their comparative unfamil- 
iarity with the course of preparation by 
which a good dress-parade soldier may be 
} made a good field soldier. In some of these 
respects there has been a marked and cred- 
itable improvement over previous years, and 
the soldiers are evidently rapidly increasing 
their efficiency. —Lawrence American.

ton and other farming towns, and specimens 
of art which nearly every town could fur- 
nish; in fact, let it be an exponent of the 
living activities of the county, so that visi- 
tors might learn somewhat of all the towns, 
and know more what our neighbors are do- 
ing.

THERE'S NOTHING LIKE LEATHER.—An in- 
ternational exhibition of articles used in the 
leather industry, was opened in Berlin on the 
8th of September. ‘The United States Con- 
sul-General at that city, sends an interesting 
report to the Department of State concern- 
ing the American display. All Germany, 
Austria, Hungary, Belgium, Denmark, Hol- 
land, Sweden and Norway, Switzerland, and 
the United States, were fully represented; 
England, Italy and Russia but partly. The 
great feature of the Exhibition was two dis- 
plays made by American firms, which gave 
the first opportunity publicly afforded in 
Germany, for the proper appreciation of the 
skill and perfection which the manufactyre 
of boots and shoes by machinery, has at- 
tained in the United States, and the fullest 
and frankest tribute was paid to the ingenu- 
ity and enterprise displayed. ‘The interest 
excited must act most favorably on the in- 
troduction of American shoe machinery in 
Germany ‘The number of shoe factories 
now in Germany using American machinery 
is forty, with an average daily production of 
14,000 pairs. The value of American leath- 
er, oak and hemlock tanned, is fully recog- 
nized in Germany, and if our tanners would 
give their work a better finish, the trade in 
American leather jn that country might be 
regarded as a permanent and decided suc. 
cess. Of American tools there was a splen- 
did display of all sorts, and the superiority 
of these to all those of the same kind used in 
Germany, was conceded on all sides. The 
Chairman of the Committee, in his opening 
speech, referred in warm terms to the prog- 
ress made in the United States in tanning 
and shoe mochinery, and publicly thanked 
our manufacturers for the extensive and fine 
display in the American department.

LETTER FROM MICHIGAN, 
Aww Arpor, Oct. 16. 
Dear Journal:—The Michigan people 
have a very exalted opinion of the beauty 
of their state. They are always saying that 


‘if you want to see a pleasant spot of ground, 
you must come and look around you here.” 
The north part of the state bears out this of- 
ficial boasting. Whoever has sailed through 
Lake Huron, and then gone by the straits to 
Lake Michigan or by the Sault Ste Marie to 
Superior, must have seen more grand and 
beautiful spots than he can forget in a long 
life time, and he will pronounce the whole 
region deserving of all praise. But this 
southern section is so low and flat as to be 
very dull and uninteresting to a New Eng- 
lander who prefers hills and valleys to a long 
stretch ofswamps. They say that Detroit 
is so level that no one part of the whole city 
is more than eight feet higher than the oth- 
er part. One of my Bangor friends brought 
out her little boy who, at the first snow 
storm, took his little sled and sallied forth 
for a coast; but in the course of an hour he 
returned in utter despair, for ‘he had been 
all over the city and couldn't find a hill to 
slide down.’ And the best fun of the kind I 
yas when twenty children 
gathered around the cellar, after the house 
was moved off, and coasted all the way from 
the sidewalk to the bottom of the hole. — It 
yas a descent of about eight feet; and as in 
going down that, they got headway enough 
to carry them a few feet beyond, they called 
Indeed the whole re- 
gion is so level that one of your Eastern 
ministers, who preached here, was told that 
his sermon must have been cut and dried in 
Yankee land; for he talked about the beauty 
which crowns the western hills at sunset, 
whereas, everybody about here knows there 
are no western hills at either sunset or sun- 
rise. 

Now, it is just possible that one of your 
young readers may ask, why those Detroit 
children have sleds, if they have no hills to 
slide down, For the simple reason that they 
have miles and miles of plank walks on 
which they sometimes draw each other, but 
are more frequently drawn by dogs ata very 
rapid rate. The goat teams in Central Park 
may be more stylish, but certainly they can- 
not afford the rich enjoyment of these dog 
rides, which I have seen in former years on 
these plank walks. 

It is said that every good sermon will 
have the two merits of being very broad, and 
not being very long; but the Detroit people 
laid out their avenues on a somewhat different 
principle, and while making them very 
broad, made them very long at the same 
time.

Tue Worstep Workers or Wopurn.— 
It is not wonderful that some articles of la- 
dics’ dress are so cheap, when it is known 
for what small sums people are willing to 
work. A good example of cheap labor may 
be seen at any time in Woburn, whose whole 
crop of young folks, rich as well as poor, 
and in many cases the older members of the 
families, Consume the greater portion of their 
time crocheting hoods and other articles 
which can be made from worsted. A whole- 
sale firm in Boston, that is the recipient of 
this vast amount of intelligent labor, sends 
out the worsted in large quantities, a good- 
sized dry-goods box being generally used for 
the purpose. The supply, however, lasts but 
a short time, so brisk is the trade. A lady 
who resides in the town receives the worsted 
and gives it out to the many persons who en- 
gage in the work. At first her business was 
small, few only assisting the chief worker, 
but now that so many have taken to it, her 
time is filled with the weighing and giving 
out of skeins, and keeping track of the work 
which comes in; so that she has become a 
regularly established agent. Many different 
articles are made, the smallest, the ordinary 
worsted hood with no border, paying five 
cents to its patient maker. The price paid 
for the making is very small, but the agent 
finds it a means of no small income, as does 
| also the Boston firm, It must be a profita- 
ble business, which, can obtain articles so 
cheaply and turn them so dearly, fifty cents 
aut least, at retail, being the price for the 
smallest of them. It seems very funny on 
entering a house, to find one or two, and it 
may be three persons busily employed in 
this work, which pays them so little. One 
could not be blamed for imagining the peo- 
ple reduced to the last stages of poverty, did 
not his common-sense repel such a thought. 
Ladies must have their crocheting or knit- 
ting, and it is just as easy, and a great deal 
more profitable for them to expend their la- 
bor in a way that will pay them something. 
Many indeed, work at this because they like 
it, and would do it anyway without the pay, 
for their own amusement, retaining of 
course their work, but that theygare com- 
| pelled to do it is by no means true. Some 
| are much more expeditious than others, and 
by constant practice in making one particu- 
|} lar article, have become such adepts at it, 
} that the amount received furnishes them 
| with quite a sum of pin money. Formerly, 
| the worsted was given out without any re- 
gard to quantity or weight, and many found 
j that having made the requisite number of 
| hoods or other articles, enough remained for 
them to make several and sell them on their 
own responsibility 

This, however, was soon discovered, and 
now the amount is carefully estimated when 


| given out, as well as when the articles are 
} returned, Some two hundred persons, 
young and old, are working in this way, I 


am informed, and every stranger who puts 
in an appearance is soon ‘ roped in,’’ to the 
all-absorbing business. It is curious to 
think of such an extensive amount of work, 
j and with such small pay attached to it, be- 
ing done by persons who are in no way suf- 
fering for the necessities, and in some cases 
not even for the luxuries oflife. The profit 
of the wholesale firm must be an immense 
one, for the worsted is not the best, and being 
procured in large quantities, must be com- 
paratively inexpensive The price for the 
retail dealers they fix to suit themselves, 
| Shawls bring 20 cents, ladies’ under jack- 
ets 37 cents, hoods 8 cents, without the bor- 
ders 5 


cents, and many other articles are 
there whose price I know not, but all of 
them bringing an immense profit to every 
; one but their makers It is satisfactory to

HEALTH. 


The State Board of Health, apprehensive of the 
prevaleuce of diptheria and other contagious dis 
eases, by Circular dated Boston, Oct. 1, 1877, request 
that more thorough attempts to control these dis- 
eases should be made by the local authorities, 

In cases of diptheria, ete., itis important that all 
practicable means should be tuken to separate the 
sick from the well, To prevent infection, woolen 
clothes, carpets, curtains, ein, etc., should be 
avoided in the sick room, and anly such materials 
used as can be readily washed. 

All clothes, when removed from the patient should 
at once be placed in hot water. Linen clothes used 
to receive expectoration should be burned. 

Disinfectants should be freely used, those being 
especially useful which deawroy bad odors without 
causing others: Nitrate of lend, chloride of zine, ete. 

No child should be i rmitted to attend school from 
an infected house until allowed to do so by a com- 
petens physician. 

{tis the duty of householders as well as attending 
physicians, to report the existence of any case of 
contagious disease, 

After a death the body should be placed as early 
as possible in the coffin, with disinfectants, and the 
coffin should be tightly closed. Children at least 
should not attend a funeral of this kind, and the 
corpse should not be exposed. 

Although it is not possible to remove at once all 
sources of opidcimic disease, yet, believing that * 
ounce of prevention is better than a “arn. of cure,” 
we wsk the citizens to see to the removal of all filth 
from their premises, prevent the soaking of slop 
water into the surface of the ground near dwellings, 
and see that cellars are kept an and sweet, with such 
other precautions as may suggest themselves, in the 
furtherance of which this Board will gladiy eo-oper- 
ate to the extent of thelr power.

FATHER PROUT’S CHARITY SERMON, 


“Tle that giveth to the poor lendeth to the Lord.” 


Ye are not skilled in logic, 
anythin’ that I know, 
hurly i’ the fields,

defraudin’ yer clargy o’ their lawful dues. 

What is worse, 
drive logic into yer heads, 


else 


would be fulfillment of anither tixt that 
spakes o’ throwin’ pearls to pigs. 
But if ye did know logic, which ye don’t, 


ye would perceive at wanse that the passage 


Thave just quoted naturally 
into two branches. The first involves the 
givin’, that is rationally and syllogietically 
consither’d what ye ought to do. And the 
second involves the poor, that is, the reeaiv- 
ers o' the gifts, or the persons for whom ye 
ought to do it.

Job, 11:7.—Canst thou by searching find 
out God? Canst thou find out the Al- 
mighty unto perfection ? 

Job, though an upright man who 
feared God and loved righteous- 
ness, suffered severely and long 
under afllictive providences, which, 
however wise their purpose, or 
grand their culmination, were at 
the time of their visitation inex- 
plicable and almost insupportable, 
for not only had he been berefted 
of his vast flocks and herds, houses 
and lands, by fraud and flame, but 
all his sons and daughters were 
suddenly and together buried 
beneath the ruins of the house 
where they had been feasting. 

While under these 
thickly falling shadows and _sor-

rows, Job’s body was suddenly 
covered with loathesome, putrify- 
ing sores, and his righteous soul

Savep By Bap Spe.iinc.—An instance 
has occurred in France within a short time 
where a man’s life was saved by bad _ spel- 
ling, and it is probably the only case in his- 
tory, recorded or unrecorded, where cacog- 
raphy proved itself beneficial.

A piece of fine calf skin, two inches in diam- 
eter was put into a coupling connected with 
a pipe tilled with water, and subjected to a 
pressure of 64 feet of water, equal to 3 
pounds to the square inch; in 12 seconds the 
water was forced in a stream through the 
leather.

He was caught and had 
to refund the money. ‘The brigand Demi- 
phon, who was captured by Officer Nerva, 
has been crucified to-day.” It must be of in- 
terest to journalists to know that Julius Crwe- 
sar, the greatest of all Romans, paid special 
attention to journalism. He saw the necesi- 
ty of instructing the people in everything oc- 
curring in the State, and we find this quota- 
tion in Seutonius :—“ Julius Cwsar, as soon 


as he had entered his public office, caused 
not only to be written, but also spread among 
his people, proceedings of the Senate.” This 
was the first political paper, and as it con- 
tained news about buildings, birds, deaths, 
executions, and anecdotes, it can be likened 
very much to our modern papers. It seems 
incredible, but it can be proved, already in 
the olden times there are stenographers who 
took down the specehes made in the Senate 
orin public. They were called ‘ notari,” 
and we find a place in Seutonius where Au- 
gustus is angry because the stenographers 
reported the speech of Cesar for Metullus in 
a very imperfect manner.
